SOISSONS, Oct. 2.— By Mail to New 
New York.— I wish I could show you 
the little gray haired priest of this

T here’s the peace of a certain war­ 
less land that he knows about on his 
fare and he reads his services over a 
dead German with the same tender 
tones and the same smile of hope 
that he has for the dead soldier who 
sleeps in the red, white and blue of 
France. 
I first saw him 
as 
he 
passed 
through 
the village square in 
his 
robes that had once been white. His 
surplice was slashed with the mud 
of hundreds of automobiles 
which 
dash 
through 
the 
narrow. 
wet 
streets On his feet were army shoes, 
as muddy as any soldier’s. But he 
raised his face as he chanted a ser­ 
vice from a hook in his hands and 
w'hen I saw his sm ile I forgot the 
grime. 
Behind 
him marched 
four 
men, guarded by soldiers. Even be­ 
fore* I knew who or what they were 
r saw that there was som ething es­ 
pecially evil and 
gruesom e 
about 
them. 
A French 
officer explained 
the procession to me: 
Dxitod Dead 
“These men 
are 
Germans who 
were caught wearing Civilian clothes. 
Maybe they were spies: who knows? 
But they are worse than spies. They 
were caught looting the French and 
German dead out there on the battle­ 
field 
They are being taken out now 
to be phot.” 


The little priest of Soissons 
Has met his people’s need. 
His is a soul beyond all caste, 
All blood, or race, or breed, 
He labors only to fulfill 
The Savior’s simple creed. 


The lands are torn with conflict 
The skies are bleak above, 
But 
mid the desolation stands, 
The quiet figure of 
The little priest of Soissons, 
W hose only thought is love! 
Berton Braley. 


The next time T saw 
the 
little 
clergyman was at the entrance to the 
Red Cross hospital. 
Three caskets 
stood in the high 
hallway 
which 
opened onto the street. 
The church was across the street 
and, by the glances of the officers 
towards the church door. I could see 
they were waiting for the clergyman. 
Then I saw him com e to the door. 
Comforts Living 
Five women and two little girls, 
all in black, 
were 
following him 
persistently, 
and speaking to him. 
He stopped and spoke a m om ent with 
each woman. 
They knelt, one at a 
time, on the sidewalk, as he raised 
his hand in blessing, 
over 
each 
mourning-bedecked head. 
I’ve seen the little priest a score 
of times since then. 
He 
marches 
more than any soldier. 
There are 
scores of dead to bury; there are doz­ 
ens of stories and confessions to hear 
from 
dying men 
in 
the hospitals; 
there are the broken hearted women 
and children of the village who have 
lost their soldier loved ones to be 
comforted, and his task was so great 
that it seemed to me that if I were 
the little priest and saw' so much of 
such terrible sorrow' in a world gone 
so far awry I would take off my white 
robe and fold it away and say, “God 
has forgotten us. 
W h a t’s the u se ? ” 
Only I know by the little clergy­ 
m a n ’s face that He know's that God 
has not forgotten us, even though 
the cannons of men who are hungry 
to kill are sounding above the chant 
of the funeral services 
and 
even 
though each crash means more brok­ 
en hearts and more dead to bury.

Her hair is black and done in two 
bands on her forehead, 
her

seem immense, and in her gait is 
th a t gracefulness which is suggested 
by tin* small statues 
of Tanagra, 
owing to the a rt of their draperies. 
The vapors of the 
incense 
are 
curling round the woman on 
the 
stage, and they look like tile con­ 
tinuation of her long veils, 
moves slowly, surrounded by 
opalized volumes of the incense.

All that the Wisconsin corporation did wras to control the 
shipm ents made in the cars of the Kentucky corporation, and R E ­ 
CEIVE IN PART BY T H E HAND OF P H IL IP P AS VICE P R E S I­ 
DENT, T H E REBATES PAID TO IT BY T H E CHICAGO, MILWAU­ 
K E E & ST. PAUL RAILWAY COMPANY. 
W heels within wheels! 
A common and shifty device w'hich of­ 
ten serves as a red herring to confuse those who h u n t along the 
trail of combination and tru s t operations. 
Philipp made the contract in behalf of the N orthern R efriger­ 
ator Transit company under which the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railway company unlawfully paid rebates to the N orthern Re­ 
frigerator Transit company. 
Philipp, as vice president of the N o rth ern R e frig erato r T r a n ­ 
sit company, received and receipted for NINE 
THOUSAND 
ONE 
HUNDRED AND SIXTY-ONE DOLLARS, unlawfully paid as rebates 
by the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway company as follows:

W h at did the Interstate commerce commission 
have to say 
about the payment of rebates by railroad companies to the own­ 
ers of refrigerator cars and other shippers? 
It had this to say in

" T h a t the leading traffic officials of m any of the principal

The private refrigerator car companies seem to furnish a con­ 
venient medium through which to violate the law* prohibiting the 
payment of rebates. 
The packers’ refrigerator companies refrig er­ 
ated meat. Philipp’s Northern R efrigerator Transit 
company 
re­ 
frigerated beer. 
Both received rebates paid in violation of law. 
Denouncing these violations further, th e commission said: 
“W ith reference to their prevention 
and 
the 
m ethods 
whereby those who commit them may be convicted and punish­ 
ed, they differ in no im p o rta n t respect from petit larceny or 
a n y other misconduct which the law' characterizes as a crim e.’’ 
The railroad is a public servant. It is in control of and operates 
all the highways th a t lead to m arket. 
Upon the right to use these 
highways on term s of the strictest equality depends the industrial 
independence— the very existence— of every business 
m an in the 
community. 
A private a rran g em en t between any shipper and the 
railroad which gives advantage over a competing shipper is a con­ 
spiracy against the commercial life of that competitor. 
The secret rebate is th e m eanest weapon ever used by crooked 
business. Financial ability and integrity are powerless 
against 
it. 
It is a knife in the dark. 
It is a cowardly w'ay in which to restroy 
a business rival. 
It has ruined thousands of shippers. 
It has built 
up trusts and combinations. It is a public enemy. It has destroyed 
competitive m ark ets and forced the producer to sell at the price 
monopoly chooses to pay. It has been fertile in devices to escape 
detection. 
It is still practiced in business. 
The disclosures m ade through the recent investigation conduct­ 
ed by the interstate commerce commission settled that. 
The proof 
was absolute. 
There was not even an attem p t at denial. 
Prohib­ 
ited abuses change their names. 
Rebates and discriminations m as­ 
querade as “ free services” now. 
And the big shippers now. as at all 
times, are the beneficiaries— the picked favorites. 
Little wonder 
th a t small business is disappearing. 
Little wonder that the grip of 
monopoly grows stronger and stronger in the m a r k e t wh^re the 
people sell the products of their labor and buy 
the 
necessaries of 
life. 
It w’as one of the purposes of the creation of a railroad commis­ 
sion in Wisconsin to put an end to this infamous practice 
in 
th a t 
state. 
Our statute m akes it “ unlawful for any person, firm, or cor­ 
poration knowingly to accept or receive any rebate, 
concession 
or 
discrimination in respect to transportation of any property wholly 
within the state.” 
To enforce obedience, the law provides that “ any person, firm, 
or corporation, violating the provisions of this section, shall be deem­ 
ed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be pun­ 
ished by a fine of not less than fifty dollars nor more 
than 
one 
thousand dollars for each offense.” 
Can you, progressive republicans, tru st a m an to enforce the 
law's of the state, who himself, as vice president of tile Northern 
R efrigerator Transit company, bargained with the railroads to vio­ 
late the law of the nation?

the world. 
Louvre Closed 
The Louvre art gallery was lock­ 
ed.
